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This is a decision on the "Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment under 37 CFR 1.181 or 
in the Alternative Petition for Revival of an Application for Patent Abandoned Unintentionally 
under 37 CFR 1.137(b)." 

The petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment is granted. 
The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is moot. 

This application was held abandoned on August 16, 2001, after no reply was received to the 
Notice of Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application mailed June 15, 2001 . The notice set 
forth a shortened period for reply of two months from its mailing date and required the 
submission of an oath or declaration and a surcharge of $130.00. No response was beloved to 
have been received and a Notice of Abandonment was mailed on November 3, 2003. The 
instant petition was filed on November 7, 2003, in which petitioner maintains that a timely 
response was filed to the June 15, 2001, notice. The petition was accompanied by an Office 
date stamped postcard that acknowledged receipt of an oath or declaration and surcharge on 
June 23, 2001. 

As the Office has acknowledged having received the reply to the June 15, 2001 , notice, the 
holding of abandonment was improperly imposed and is withdrawn. The petition under 37 CFR 
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1.137(b) is rendered moot by this decision as there is no remedy that can be provided pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.137(b) in light of the withdrawal of the holding of abandonment.

1.137(b).
